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Administra tive Notes 


Chairman Tavares then said that the next Administrative Note is why we called the meeting. 
We’re here to discuss the donation of land off Gunning Point Road to be under the care and 
custody of the Conservation Commission. He then invited Attorney Richard Serkey up to 
present the parcel of Land. 

Richard Serkey, Attorney for John and Colette Dill, came up and thanked the Board for 
having them in this afternoon. He went on to say his clients own a parcel of land just under 
an acre off Gunning Point Road and they would like to gift it to the Town of Plymouth under 
the care and custody of the Conservation Commission. Attorney Serkey said that the 
Conservation Commission voted to accept the gift and have already signed the deed. He also 
said the land is already surrounded by 32 acres of Conservation land. 

Selectman Joyce said she drove down to the property this weekend and said it’s quite 
beautiful. She then asked where this particular lot was located in regards to the wooden 
guardrail that is on the right by the pond. 

John Dill came up and said if you come in from Lunn’s Way the road is paved, and as soon 
as the paved road ends this parcel in question is on the left. He went on to say it is a small 
strip of land between White Pond and Great Sandy Pond and said it’s their intension to keep 
this land as open space. 

Selectman Joyce then said there’s another good sized lot next to it that is buildable and asked 
what the plan is for that lot, to which Mr. Dill said for now we’re hanging on to that lot as it’s 
the lot that is the closest to where they spend most of their time. 

Selectman Joyce then asked if the Town plows that road to which John Dill said yes, the 
Town plows Gunning Point Road. 

Vice Chairman Provenzano said that the Conservation Commission has weighed in on this 
but asked if any other Town Departments have had a chance to weigh in, to which Melissa 
Arrighi said yes, and added that the Department of Marine and Environmental Affairs was 
happy to see the access to the pond. 

Selectman Joyce said the land is accessed at $173, 900 and asked if that would be the 
donation value, to which Mr. Dill explained that they purchased the land in 2014 for 
$150,000 but they had an appraisal done which came in at $400,000. 

Vice Chairman Provenzano said he went through all of the information provided and is 
grateful for their generosity, but he said he is going to vote against accepting this gift as he 
feels it would benefit the Town more by keeping it on the tax roll. 

Selectman Mahoney said he feels that waterfront access is far more valuable than the tax 
revenue. He told the Dill’s that their intent is exceptional and it’s an extraordinary gift. He 
also said that he agrees with the Department of Marine and Environmental Affairs and the 
Conservation Commission, whenever we have the opportunity to acquire waterfront property 
we should accept it. 

Selectman Joyce said we already have 32 acres in that area and she thinks it’s enough. The 
homes in that area are spectacular and respectful of the area and she feels we should snag 
every tax dollar that we can. 
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On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board voted to 
Accept the Gift of land from John and Colette Dill, located off Gunning Point Road also 
known as Parcel ID 123001P1343000 and keep it in the care and custody of the Plymouth 
Conservation Commission. Voted 3/2
